Griswold Asks 
For Action 
Program 


In the state safety conference 
keynote address, Governor Dwight 
Griswold Thursday pointed out 
that it is estimated that there 
will be 28 5 traffic fatalities in 
Nebraska this year as compared 
with 209 last year and 254 deaths 
in 19 41. To reduce this traffic 
toll, he said, he had hopes the

program. 
“ Over the years, 
there have 
been developed many sound, ef­

conference similar to the one we 
are holding today.

Many Lincoln people were out 
Thursday looking at Goodyear’s 
little dirigible floating over the 
city. A smaller and more fortunate 
number of persons went up in the 
blimp for a sightseeing tour. 
For sightseeing, the airship has 
advantages 
over 
the 
airplane. 
Mainly they are its slow' speed and 
ability to hover. 
Departing from Union airport on 
regular trips over Lincoln, the ship 
carries from 3 to 5 passengers. 
Rising slowly from the ground, it 
passes over the Havelock railroad 
shops, west of Havelock and Ne­ 
braska Wesleyan university. Ap­ 
proaching the city from the north­ 
east, the blimp flies in as far south 
and a little east of the university 
on some of its tours and then cir­ 
cles back to the airport. 
145 H. P. Engines. 
The ship is 150 feet long, filled 
with non-inflammable helium. Its 
dead weight is 5,500 pounds and 
it has a lift of 6,500 pounds. Two 
Warner-Scarab 
engines 
of 
145 
h. p. each furnish the power. 
Persons on the street saw it 
flying overhead at 1,000 feet and 
at about 15 to 20 miles an hour. 
The ship can, however, cruise at 
50 m. p. h. and has a top speed 
of 65 m. p. m. 
Those who were lucky enough 
to make the trip floated slowly 
over the city, taking in the sights 
from a decided vantage point. 
Youngsters could be seen running 
about on the ground to get a bet­ 
ter look at the ship— an unusual 
sight for this part of the country. 
And chickens in their yards just 
outside the city could be seen 
running for shelter as the blimp 
passed overhead. 
Of 
course, 
anyone 
who 
has 
been up in an airplane knows 
what an aerial view of the city 
is like. Or, if a person hasn t 
been up, he can see the same thing 
on a postcard-aerial shot of Lin­ 
coln. 
Lands On One Wheel. 
Returning to the field, the blimp 


men grabbed guide lines to steady 
and anchor the machine. 
Fifteen 
persons travel with the ship, 
plus four pilots. 
The pilots are Walter 
Massic, 
Jack 
Dorner, 
James 
Bode 
and 
Irvin Eastln. 
The ship is In radio com­ 
munication with the field at all times. 
The Goodyear baby dirigible has been 
on a three months tour of the midwest 
and is in Lincoln for the open house at 
the Lincoln plant Friday. 
Blimps such as the one seen over Lin­ 
coln have many uses 
In wartime they 
were used to spot submarines along the 
coast 
They are 
used for sea rescues, 
for picture 
taking, 
and for observation 
trips. 
They are particularly valuable for 
traffic control. 
Ten Neon letter frames on the side of 
the blimp will be used to flash one and 
two word 
news Rems 
at 
nig ht. 
Each 
frame is '•universal''—that is. each one 
can flash any letter of the alphabet.

I give y ou the 
answer of one safety worker who 
when asked that q uestion replied, 
‘It might have been y ou.’ ” 
Safety Successful. 
Py ke Johnson, president of the 
Automotive 
Safety 
Foundation, 
told how the promotion of safety 
techniq ues has succeeded in re­ 
ducing traffic accidents. 
“In the early ’30s there were 
18 fatalities for each 100 million 
miles of travel,’’ Johnson said. 
“This had been reduced by the 
first y ear of the war to 12. That 
meant that the loss of 9 5,000 lives 
had been prevented. Since May of 
this y ear, the rate has been re­ 
duced to 7 .4. 
“July ’s accomplishment in shov­ 
ing the rate down to 7 .4 is a clear 
demonstration of the potential­ 
ities that rest in the hands of the 
nation’s drivers—and walkers.” 
Johnson pointed out that cars 
today are being driven 1,000 miles 
per y ear more than they were 
before the war. 
He said that 
the danger is far greater now 
because of wear on cars and tires 
and the fact that repairs and new 
tires are difficult to obtain. 
"Nebraska is holding her own,” 
Johnson continued. 
“You have 
one per cent of the nation’s popu­ 
lation in this state and less than 
one per cent of the traffic fatal­ 
ities 
occur 
within 
Nebraska's 
borders. 
“On the travel mileage basis, 
Nebraska’s rate of 6.8 per 100 
million miles is comfortably be­ 
low the national average of 7 .4. 
The national traffic fatality rate 
per 100,000 persons for the first 
eight months this y ear is 24.2, 
while in Nebraska it is 21.9 .”

We shall not repeat that 
mistake.” 
Austin » old Molotov and other 
assembly delegations that while 
he accepted Russia’s four-point 
program designed to speed world 
arms compacts “we cannot re­ 
duce arms merely by talking about 
it.” 
In a similarly challenging man­ 
ner, Austin called on Molotov to 
get behijid the work of the U. N 
military staff committee, which is 
charged with the practical task of 
working out disarmament agree­ 
ments, The Russians, Austin said, 
had blocked all progress of the 
committee for six months (April 
to September) by (ailing to sub­ 
mit their proposals on creation of 
United Nations security forces, 
though every other member nation 
had done so. 
Referring to Molotov’s disarma­ 
ment call, Austin said pointedly 
that “I hope it will now be pos­ 
sible for this committee to make 
rapid progress.” 
The British position on arm a­ 
ments was reported by delegation 
authorities to be approx imately 
the same as that of the United 
States. 
Austin’s speech was couched for 
for the most part in terms friendly 
to Russia, although he took issue 
with Molotov on many points. 
He deplored Molotov’s Tuesday 
night speech as a "sad chapter” In 
United Nations history insofar as 
it 
i nv o l v e d 
“recriminations” 
against the United States and 
other countries. 
He declared he 
would not join in “recriminations.” 
He also rejected alt demands for wtptni 
out tha treat ■•power» ” aecurtty council 
veto at this time, though ha aaid It might 
ba modified later on by unanimous agree* 
ment of the United State» , Ruieta. Brit­ 
ain. France and China. 
In connection with the veto l*» ue. Au» - 
tin laid down a statement of principle 
which some authorltl#« consider may even­ 
tually prove as Important aa any change 
in the voting structure of the security 
council would be. 
••The unanimity req uirement » veto) In 
tha security council," he said, '•does not 
relieve the permanent members from any 
of tha responsibilities and obligations they 
have assumed under the charter. 
I have 
heard U said by critics of the unanimity 
formula that H legalises aggression by a 
permanent member because that member 
can prevent enforcement action against 
Itself. 
Of course, thie formula does no 
such thing.” 
That ts being generally Interpreted here 
to mean that In a case of ex treme aggres­ 
sion by some other power the united 
States, even in face of a veto In the 
security council, 
would 
consider 
Itself 
bound to fight or otherwise effectively 
oppose the aggressor.

Justice Simmons succeeded Bo- 
litha J, Laws, chief justice of the 
United States district court for the 
District of Columbia. 
The section of judicial adminis­ 
tration deals with administrative 
problems of the courts and works 
to improve the administration of 
justice in all lines. 
Nex t y ear the section will place 
major emphasis upon the work of 
state appellate courts, to deter­ 
mine the cause of arrearages and 
delay s, and recommend remedies.

“Someone may say , “We are not 
doing this or that traffic safety 
activity because of limited trained 
personnel or funds.” If this was 
the case we should not stop there. 
We should find out w hat would be 
necessary to provide adeq uate per­ 
sonnel and a sufficient budget. 
We will accomplish little if we are 
to take a defeatist attitude. Your 
job here today is to find out what 
the traffic safety needs are in the 
state, counties, cities and villages 
and then determine what must be 
done to supply those needs, re­ 
gardless of the obstacles. 
Perso nalities Aside. 
“To do this it will be necessary 
to set aside personalities and pub­ 
lic officials’ fear of criticism by 
the public. We shall need to ap­ 
proach this problem with humility 
and the attitude that if I’m doina 
thins thing wrong or not at all, I 
want to know what and how to 
do it better. 
“The final results of this con­ 
ference should take form in re­ 
commendations which include not 
only attention to those deficiencies 
which ex ist in our present traffic 
safety efforts but a well-rounded, 
complete traffic safety program 
which can be applied to all levels 
of our state and community life. 
"This conference will be a suc­

Out of Washington comes word Nebraska has 
$67,919,000 worth of public projects, of which 
$16,913,000 could be undertaken now, with plans 
sufficiently adv anced to permit construction. 
It is part of a national surv ey. 
It does not 
mean that ev en so much as a dollar is to be spent 
at this time or any immediate date. 
This is the 
backlog built up by the federal works agencies to 
Bv oid repetition of the boondoggling practices in 
the early months during the last acute depression 
when millions of people were unemployed, priv ate 
enterprise was prostrate, and gov ernment-spon­ 
sored work was the means of av erting desperation 
and hardship. At that time no prov ision had been 
made to put people back to work, no plans were 
ready for useful projects, and hundreds of millions 
of dollars were squandered, because a hungry sto­ 
mach will not wait until competent engineers com­ 
plete blue prints. 
There is no likelihood of public works and fed­ 
eral expenditures until the American people catch 
up with themselv es. 
The housing situation in all 
of its acuteness, the neglect of improv ements and 
repairs by business and industry, the v ast construc­ 
tion task in normal channels carries with it assur­ 
ances of employment in a priv ate sense. The road 
block in that field is material and labor costs. As 
yet there has been no silv er lining in the skies and 
the constantly mounting spirit of demands for 
higher wages and higher prices leads to defeat of 
a natural dev elopment had leadership within labor 
and business been wise enough to let well enough 
alone.

Cha rter Cha ng e 
Circumstances which pav ed the way for sub­ 
mission of what appears to be a most undesirable 
change in the Lincoln city charter the proposal to 
elect the three directors and the city attorney— 
are recognised widely by all citizens. 
Under the present 7-man council the feel­ 
ing has taken root among numbers of people in 
this community their gov ernment has grown away 
from them. 
The members of the council, Mayor 
Marti and his colleagues, hav e permitted the im­ 
pression to take shape that actual responsibility, 
relating either to policy or to administrativ e tasks, 
rests upon the director. Therefore the demand has 
come that the directors be electiv e, rather than ap­ 
pointiv e officials. Since the real gov ernment rests 
in the directors’ hands, it is claimed, the people 
should hav e an opportunity to v ote upon the di­ 
rectors. 
The proposed cure is infinitely worse than the 
condition it seeks to allev iate.
